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INTRODUCTION 


In carrying out its mandate as an 
advisory body to the Minister of Health, 
Hamilton-Wentworth District Health 
Council involves both providers and 
consumers of health care in its planning 
activities. As issues arise, they are 
considered by the appropriate 
Committee(s) of council, who provide 
pertinent information, advice and 
recommendations to the Health 
Council. The Health Council is the 
forum for the final resolution of the 
issues and the formulation of action. 
The outcome of this process is in the 
form of advice to the Minister of Health 
regarding the health care needs in 
Hamilton-Wentworth, thus fulfilling the 
Health Council’s mandate. 


CHAIRMAN AND

DIRECTOR’S 
REPORT 


The 1986/87 fiscal year was a very 
ambitious one for the Hamilton- 
Wentworth District Health Council and 
its Committees. 


Some of the major activities began with 
the Council’s Annual Retreat, which 
focussed on the approval, in March, 
1987, of special projects funding to 
conduct a two-year study: “Mapping the 
Way to the Future for the Elderly”. The 
study is a cooperative, collaborative 
project with the Regional Municipality 
of Hamilton-Wentworth, to address the 
health and social services needs of the 
elderly population in Hamilton- 
Wentworth, which will require periodic 
input from Council and its Committees 
over the next two years. 


In June, 1986, work began on the study 
with the hiring of Elsie German as the 
Council's researcher to address the 
health care needs of the elderly, and 
with the establishment of a Steering 
Committee for the Study. Also in June, 
Council approved the recommendations 
of the Health Services Advisory 
Committee on the ranking of new/ 
expanded hospital programs, which 
were forwarded to the Ministry of 
Health for their consideration. As well, 
Council approved the establishment of a 
Regional Poisoning Treatment Centre at 
St. Joseph’s Hospital. 


During July and August, input from 
various Committees of Council was 
sought on the “Ambulance Services in 
Hamilton-Wentworth” Report, 
completed by Don Teasdale & 
Associates. In September the Report, 
taking into consideration the 
suggestions of the Committees and 
Council, was forwarded to the Ministry 
of Health for review. 


The beginning of October saw the 
involvement of all Council members in 
Action Centre ’86, the annual 
conference for District Health Councils. 
This year the conference was hosted by 
the Hamilton-Wentworth District Health 
Council, and had as its theme “Ethics & 
Health Planning, People vs. $’s”. Two of 
our Council members, Miss Dorothy 
Lambeth as Chairman of the Provincial 
Planning Committee, and Mr. Doug 
McAuley as Chairman of the Local 
Arrangements Committee, deserve much 
credit for the success of the Conference. 
Their work began one-and-a-half years 
prior to the Conference, and their 
untiring efforts resulted in the 
Conference being ranked the most 
successful to date. A thank you to them 
and to all Council members for a job 
well done! The Conference was indeed 
the highlight of this past year. 


In December, 1986, through the efforts 
of our Education & Public Relations 
Committee, the final draft of “The 
Health Connection”, Council’s first 
newsletter, was completed, with the first 
issue published in January, 1987. The 
Committee then began planning for 
Council’s Annual Retreat, and for the 
second issue of the newsletter. Our 
thanks to the members of the Education 
& Public Relations Committee for 
making our plans to develop a 
newsletter a reality. The newsletter will 
be published four times a year. 


In January and February, 1987, 
submissions to the Ontario Health 
Review Panel and the Ontario Health 
Goals panel were completed. Members 
also received the Report of The 
Honourable Ron Van Horne for the 
“One Stop Shopping” concept for 
services for the elderly. 

The Committee Reports highlight the 
many other issues dealt with by Council 
during the 1986/87 year. 


The 1986/87 year also saw a number of 
staff changes. In April, 1986, Beverley 
Cundall was moved to the position of 
Administrative Assistant, and Judy 
Massey to the role of Executive 
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Assistant. Two new secretaries were 
hired to fill vacancies: Hilary Price who 
joined our staff in May 1986 and 
Maureen Kreisig in August 1986. Steve 
Isaak, the Assistant Executive Director 
since April, 1983, left Council to accept 
a position with the Henderson General 
Hosptial in Hamilion. In November, 
1986 Irene Roorme was appointed as the 
new Assistant Executive Director. 


Also during the year, Helen Ryall, 
student in the Health Administration 
Program, University of Toronto, 
completed a three-month practicuum 
with Council; Laurie Drexler, student 
from McMaster University, Master of 
Business Administration, Health Service 
Management, assumed the role of 
acting Executive Assistant for five 
months, filling in for Judy Massey, who 
was seconded to the role of 
Coordinator, Action Centre, ’86; and Ian 
Stuart, Library Sciences graduate from 
Mohawk College spent four months 
with Council to begin setting up a 
library system. 


In May, 1986, Mr. David Hoff was 
appointed by the District Health 
Program as the Area Planning 
Coordinator for Central-West Region, 
and has provided us with the on-going 
communication link to the Ministry of 
Health. 


A sincere thank you to all Council and 
Committee members for their 
continuing, tireless commitment and 
support of the Hamilton-Wentworth 
District Health Council.

Mental Health Committee 


The Mental Health Committee 
continued to address mental health 
services needs as identified in the 
Hamilton-Wentworth District Health 
Council Mental Health Task Force 
Report and by participants of a 
mental health retreat cosponsored 
by the District Health Council and 
Department of Psychiatry, McMaster 
University. As well, representatives 
were appointed to a joint Ministry 
of Health/Ministry of Community & 
Social Services Committee to 
address children’s mental health 
services at the local level. A written 
submission and presentation was 
made to the Social Assistance 
Review Committee by one of the 
members on behalf of the Mental 
Health Committee and Council. 


During 1986/87 the Addictions Task 
Force and the Geriatric Psychiatry 
Task Force were formed to address 
mental health issues related 
specifically to these areas of 
concem. The Addictions Task Force 
identified non-residential out- 
patient addictions service as the #1 
priority need, and solicited 
proposals based on that need. The 
Geriatric Psychiatry Task Force 
developed a framework for planning 
geriatric psychiatry services and will 
continue to work toward developing 
a continuum of care for geriatric 


psychiatry. 


COMMITTEE REPORTS 


Two of the community mental 
health proposals recommended by 
the Mental Health Committee 
received funding in 1986/87: a six- 
bed Women’s Detox Unit at Mary 
Ellis House, with St. Joseph’s 
Hospital as the administering 
hospital; and the expansion of East 
Region Mental Health Services, 
which will now see outpatient 
services available to residents in an 
area of the East Mountain 
previously not covered. 


Health Promotion Committee 


This Committee produced two draft 
documents, including the Fact Book 
on Health Promotion and Health 
Status in the Regional Municipality 
of Hamilton-Wentworth; and a 
survey on Health Promotion in 
Hamilton-Wentworth, which is a 
collation of partial results from 
questionnaires distributed to 167 
agencies that engage in health 
promotion activities in the Region. 


Joint Action Committee 


The Joint Action Committee 
reviewed and made 
recommendations to Council on 
hospital-based services, as identified 
by the Health Services Advisory 
Committee and the Joint Liaison 
Committee. The Health Services 
Advisory completed a review and 
priority-ranking of new/expanded 
hospital program proposals and a 
review of St. Peter’s Hospital Master 
Plan. 


The Joint Liaison Committee 
recommended McMaster University 
as the appropriate facility for the 
Multi-disciplinary Department of 
Geriatrics/Gerontology, which has 
subsequently been funded. It also 
prepared a submission to the 
Review Committee on Midwifery in 
Ontario; and recommended the 
establishment of an Ad Hoc 
Committee to review Emergency 
Psychiatric Services in Hamilton- 
Wentworth. 


Community Support Services 
Committee for the Elderly 


In order to establish priorities for 
home support services for the 
elderly in Hamilton-Wentworth, the 


Committee compiled a list of health 
and social services presently } 
available, along with a list of gaps in 
service. The Committee also 
prepared and submitted briefs 
regarding Integrated Homemakers 
Program; response to “A New 
Agenda”; Health and Social Services 
Strategies for Ontario Seniors; 
Funding for a Respite Care Program 
for Type 2 level care individuals in 
Hamilton-Wentworth; Rest Homes; 
Advocacy for Vulnerable Adults; and 
the Creation of a New Extended 
Care Act. Three sub-committees are 
addressing the development of a 
high risk registry for elderly persons 
and the complex issue of elder 
abuse; the viability of developing a 
one-stop access concept for the 
elderly in Hamilton-Wentworth; and 
the need for respite care (caregiver 
relief). 


Services for Seniors Steering 
Committee 


A Steering Committee was 
established to guide the two-year 
study “Mapping the Way to the 
Future for the Elderly”, which will 
provide information to the District 
Health Council and the Region 
concerning health care and social 
service needs of the elderly 
population in Hamilton-Wentworth. 
Researcher Elsie German has 
completed an update of the 
Inventory of Long Term Care 
Facilities and Services in Hamilton- 
Wentworth and conducted an 
extensive literature review as 
preliminary steps in this process. 
The Committee, using a nominal 
group process, met to generate over 
100 questions that will be addressed 
through interviews with key 
informants at a later date in the 
study. 


Two sub-committees were formed 
to plan for a bed accommodation 
survey to be conducted in April, 
1987; and to plan seniors’ 
workshops to be held in five 
geographically-strategic locations in 
Hamilton-Wentworth in May, 1987. 
The workshops will serve as a 
vehicle to obtain perceived needs of 
seniors and suggested solutions to 
these needs from the seniors 
themselves,

The Hamilton-Wentworth District Health Council’s annual 
retreat is fast gaining the reputation of providing momentum 
and the centrifugal force that seem to propel committees into 
action. Directly or indirectly it has influenced the plans and 
activities of committees for most of the ensuing year. Last 
year’s retreat focussed on community health services and 
most of the District Health Council committees’ planned 
activities have reflected the acute awareness of needs and 
existing gaps relative to community health services. 


The 1988-89 fiscal year has been positive and exciting. 
Responding to new waves of change is becoming a way of 
life with Council. As a result we have proceeded with our 
work cautiously, always anticipating changes, recognizing the 
need for a flexible agenda that would facilitate the 
accommodation and incorporating of pertinent decisions by 
the Ministry and the Premier's Council. Developing plans to 
meet regional health care needs in the best interest of local 
communities, against a background of the Ministry’s strategies 
and directions, has not been an easy task as Council strives to 
maintain a balance. 


With the proposed changes in the direction of health care 
and the role of the District Health Council in conjunction 
with changes in the demand for health services, 1989-90 
should be a real challenge. 


My thanks for the support and commitment of all the staff 
and volunteers who have so ably and willingly worked to 
make the year meaningful and productive.

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Committee on Aging 


The Committee on Aging has revised its membership in the 
light of planning for the care and services of an aging 
population in Hamilton-Wentworth. The Committee has 
received and reviewed several reports and proposals during 
the year. The Hospital Geriatric Clinical Services 
Subcommittee developed an umbrella document for the 
provision of hospital-based geriatric services. In response to 
this document, area hospitals developed their individual 
proposals relating to specific services in their institutions, 
which was forwarded to the Ministry of Health. 


Through the Community Support Services for the Elderly 
Committee (CSSC) a report on respite care and a model for 
one-stop access were received and commented on. Respite 
care is deemed a high priority for regional planning. A plan 
for community-based services for the elderly is being 
developed by CSSC as the community-based complement to 
the plan for hospital-based geriatric services. The Chronic 
Care Subcommittee developed a short term plan/solution for 
the placement of “type 3 clients”. 


Services for Seniors Steering Committee 


A two-year joint District Health Council and Region study 
which addressed the health and community support service 
needs of the elderly in the Hamilton-Wentworth region was 
completed and published in October 1988. The study 
culminated in four publications. 


(i) Mapping the Way to the Future for the Elderly 
(ii) Survey of Seniors and Seniors Workshop 
(iii) Survey of Agencies and Government Representatives 


(iv) Bed Accommodations and Waiting List Surveys 
Mental Health Committee 


The Mental Health Committee is in an important restructuring 
phase, in order to adequately address the recommendations 
of related reports such as “Christopherson’s”, “Graham's” and 
“Epp’s”, and meet the challenge of long range-planning for 
Community Mental Health Services. This Committee 
sponsored a workshop on crisis intervention sei.ices for the 
chronic psychiatrically disabled population. Current services, 
constraints, and alternatives for better management for the 
disabled were addressed at the workshop. A proposal for the 
development of services for the chronically mentally disabled 
in Hamilton-Wentworth was developed by a Committee sub- 
group. 


An Annual Needs Assessment Report was reviewed and 
approved by the Addictions Subcommittee. A new sponsor for 
the Alcohol and Drug Assessment Service was obtained. 


The Spectrum Report on the perceived need for mental health 
services for children and adolescents in Hamilton-Wentworth 
was updated by the Children’s Mental Health Subcommittee. 
This Subcommittee has identified the need to develop a link 
between the child and adult service network. The Geriatric 
Psychiatry Subcommittee is in the process of developing a 
model for Geriatric Psychiatry Services in the Hamilton- 
Wentworth Region. 


Joint Action Committee 


During the course of the year the Committee reviewed and 
approved many proposals including: St. Peter’s Hospital 
Master Plan, a proposal for Ministry funding for an Aids 
Special Immunology Clinic in Hamilton-Wentworth and a 
Hospital in the Home project proposal. New Coordinators for 
the Regional Trauma and the Regional Rheumatology 
Programs were also approved, as was the establishment of a 
Regional Critical Care Program. 


French Language Committee 


Since the Hamilton-Wentworth District Health Council is in an 
area designated for the provision of French Language 
Services, a French Language Committee was appropriately 
established. Funding has been received for a French 
Language Services study which is presently underway. 


Aids Steering Committee 


The Aids Steering Committee co-sponsored a Public 
Information Forum on Aids. Through its Clinical Services 
Subcommittee a proposal was produced for an Aids Special 
Immunology Clinic in Hamilton-Wentworth. This proposed 
clinic received funding from the Ministry of Health. The Aids 
Policy and Ethics Subcommittee developed and published a 
guide titled “Developing an Ethical Policy on Aids for health 
care providers, health organizations and other human service 
organizations’. 


Community Health Planning Steering Committee 


This committee is presently directing the Multicultural and 
Ambulatory Health Services Studies. Mailed questionnaires 
and personal interviews will be used to collect data. 


During the course of the year the committee has reviewed 
several proposals. A number of these proposals have been 
reviewed by the Health Promotion Subcommittee and four of 
these proposals have received Health Promotion Grants. The 
Health Promotion Subcommittee held a one-day retreat to 
chart the group’s future direction, establish priorities and 
consider initiative around the Healthy Communities concept. 
A one-day Healthy Communities Forum was co-sponsored 
with a group of medical and nursing students at McMaster 
University.
